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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: On pages 6 and 7, applicant argues "the addition 
of nitrogen (N) to aluminum (Al), as stated in the cited portions of Sakata, does not form an inter-metallic compound because nitrogen is a 
non-metal. Further, Sakata mentions annealing in connection with the addition of nitrogen. Accordingly, annealing is not disclosed for 
forming an inter-metallic compound." This argument is not persuasive because Sakata et al. clearly discloses in e.g., column 3, lines 6-12 
and column 8, lines 16 - 19 the second layer 3 ... made of pure Al or Al alloy were formed by their being heat-treated (annealed) in an 
atmosphere of nitride gas. Since the second layer 3 of Sakata et al. is made by Al or Al alloy with nitrogen on top of the first metal layer 2 
(Al or Al alloy) by annealing, hence the second layer 3 of Sakata et al. does form an inter-metallic compound (i.e., AlCuN; column 7, lines 
10 - 12). Also, Sakata et al. discloses in column 8, lines 16 - 19 a process of the second layer 3 on the first metal layer 2 by their annealing 
in an atmosphere of nitride gas. Thus, Sakata et al. teaches the additional of another metal to form an inter-metallic compound comprising 
Al, which is formed by annealing the deposited metal layer as cited in the rejected claim 1 . In other words, the second metal layer 3 of 
Sakata et al. having additional element (i.e., N) does not make it not inter-metallic compound. For the above reasons, the rejection is 
maintained 
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
